Patients from Riverside with 
poliomyelitis are to receive ad­ 
ditional assistance from the 
Sister Elizabeth Kenny founda­ 
tion, it was revealed in a meet­ 
ing at Riverside this week by 
Walter V. Pittman, chairman of 
the Riverside county committee 
of the foundation, attended by 
Village Chairman Zaddie Bun­ 
ker. Pittman stated that $3500.00 
contributions to the K e n n y 
foundation is now available to 
supplement other polio funds. 
There is no conflict between 
the March of Dimes, the National 
Foundation for Infantile Paraly­ 
sis, and the Kenny foundation, 
he pointed out. The March of 
Dimes is doing a wonderful 
work in paying for the treat­ 
ment of poliomyelitis patients 
who would otherwise be unable 
to pay for hospitalization and 
medical care. 
The Kenny Foundation serves 
to maintain the quality of care 
given poliomyelitis patients to 
standards set by the Kenny 
foundation and leaders in the 
field of orthopedic surgery. Since 
May of 1949, the national head­ 
quarters of the foundation has 
been paying the salary of a full 
time technician treating patients 
at the Riverside County hospital. 
She is Mrs. Ida M. Kay, one of 
the first six technicians trained 
by Sister Kenny in Minneapolis, 
and who last year was chief 
Kenny technician at the Harbor 
General hospital in Los Angeles. 
Patients from Riverside county 
are extremely forunate that Mrs. 
Kay is now here working in the 
polio wards at the hospital this 
year, Pittman said. 
An executive board for the 
Riverside County Committee has 
been organized with Pittman as 
chairman, Mrs. Bunker as vice 
chairman, Miss Bette Bertschin-

As follow-up to the ambulance 
question before the board of su­ 
pervisors this week the board 
w ai queried by Coachella valley 
PTA president Mrs. Kerby Hester. 
Without any preliminaries she 
addressed Supervisor William 
SI a p e with the challenge, 
"What's the answer to the am­ 
bulance question?" 
"God has been good to us the 
p a s t w eek," she said. "We 
haven't had any accidents. The 
decision on the ambulance serv­ 
ice is up to the supervisors." 
She had introduced herself 
and immediately launched into 
a sharply worded, and pointed 
discussion on the halting of pri­ 
vate ambulance operators’ emer­ 
gency service. 
The operators have disputed 
the county supervisors' claim 
that they can operate county 
ambulances for 18 cents a mile. 
Charles Couch, operator of the 
Riverside Ambulance Co., and 
spokesman for county firms, said 
if the county had its ambulances 
stationed out in the county in 
outlying towns, with eight-hour 
shifts for drivers on full time 
pay, the county's cost would be 
$1.15 per mile, or more than 
what the c o u n t y would be 
charged by private operators. 
Although the state code speci­ 
fically grants the county au­ 
thority to contract with the op­ 
erators for such work, Supervisor 
Slape insists, and his opinion 
has thus for prevailed, that such 
contracts would be "subsidizing” 
private business. 
Operators in all parts of the 
county except Corona ceased 
making emergency runs, August 
1st.Sheriff Carl Rayburn appeared 
before the board last week to say 
that 'law enforcement officers 
were squarely behind the eight- 
hall,” since they are expected to 
call ambulances to the scene of 
highway accidents. He wanted 
the public to know that if am­ 
bulances failed to arrive, his of- 
lice and officers were not at 
fault. 


Absent Ballots 


Total Completed 


By County Clerk 
Final tabulations on the ab­ 
sentee ballots on the recent 
M-2 zoning election, as re­ 
leased by County Cleric Gordon 
Pequegnat showed a total of 
735 votes cast with 552 voting 
no and 183 yes. 
A breakdown was not made 
of the votes according to dis­ 
tricts represented but it was 
pointed out that the majority 
came from the area surround­ 
ing the zone to be affected, the 
vicinity of Palm Springs. 
With the addition of this 
score, it was pointed out, the 
totals for Palm Springs area 
would indicate a more than 
2-1 vote against the ordinance 
since Palm Springs i t s e l f 
voted 646 no and 349 yes, Ca­ 
thedral City 104 no and 89 yes 
and Garnet 139 no and 50 yes.

County Nurses 


Ask Increase 


In Salaries 
Stating that Riverside county 
is 13th in point of value of the 
state's 58 counties but last in 
point of salaries to its county 
health nurses, City Nurse Madge 
Holderman this week requested 
efforts to be made to assist the 
county supervisors In establish­ 
ing a more attractive pay scale 
as recommended last week by 
the California 
State Nurses' 
association and the state person­ 
nel board. 
Mrs. Holderman, with more 
than 10 years of county nursing 
experience behind her at pre­ 
sent is in the top salary bracket 
for this type of work, $260 per 
month. Salary requested for this 
work is $300. 
"SOMETHING MUST BE DONE 
to give this important position 
in the state a more attractive in­ 
come,” she said. “I know three 
women in this job in Riverside 
county who are holding off their 
resignations just to see if they 
will get a boost in salary.” 
She continued with the in­ 
formation that the board at last 
Monday's session had rejected 
the CSNA and personnel board 
recommendations and as a re­ 
sult she maintained the health 
department in Riverside county 
is now “shot the pot.” 
This was said to be especially 
so following Supervisor William 
Slape's recommendation that the 
county health officer, Dr. Robert 
Westphal, be reduced $100 per 
month in salary (with five other 
officers of the county) on an 
"economy program.” 
DR. WESTPHAL. Mrs. Holder­ 
man said, was rated by health 
officers of the state as being the 
best health officers in California. 
Assisting the county nurses in 
their appearance before the sup­ 
ervisors Monday were two re­ 
presentatives from the CSNA, 
Miss Helen Brown, assistant dir­ 
ector, and Miss Sylvia Marrich. 
research analyst. 
They reported that “the low 
salaries paid nurses in the de­ 
partment in Riverside county 
have brought it to the verge of a 
critical situation. 
"The department is seriously 
understaffed," they maintained, 
“and unfilled vacancies exist al­ 
though 19 public health nurses 
who have inquired about posi­ 
tions with the department sinde 
1947 when the last increases were 
made, have rejected offers of em ­ 
ployment because of the low 
salaries. 
"Several nurses have left the 
department in resent months and 
at least two more will resign un­ 
less the salary increases now un­ 
der consideration are adopted. 
“Any further reductions in the 
nursing staff of the department 
will be a disaster to the com­ 
munity," they concluded.

School Dist. 


Tax Rate Set 


For 1949-50 


$1.32 per $100 


Is Assessment; 


Budget $699,093 


In a statement issued by the 
Palm Springs Unified School Dis­ 
trict this week the tax rate for 
the district for the coming year 
1949-50 has been set by the 
board of trustees and County Su­ 
perintendent E. E. Smith at $1.32 
per $100 valuation. This is 31c 
per hundred valuation less than 
for 1948-49, which was $1.63. 
The assessed valuation of the 
school district was set at $35,. 
380,820. The valuation for the 
previous year was $20,977,440. 
The school budget adopted for 
the coming year was set at 
$699,093 with a general reserve 
set aside of $30,570, making the 
total expenditure of $668,123 
which includes 44,000 for capital 
outlay. 
According to past records, it 
is estimated that the A.D.A, for 
the coming year will be in­ 
creased from 1410, the A.D.A. for 
last year, to approximately 1550. 
An increase of 140. This increase 
in estimated pupil enrollment 
accounts for a large portion of 
the Increase in the budget for 
1949-1950. 
A second major cause for the 
increase is the adoption of a new 
single salary schedule which 
provides the same salary- sched­ 
ule for elementary and high 
school teachers. The single sal­ 
ary schedule with equal salaries 
for elementary and high school 
teachers, providing they have 
the same experience and train­ 
ing, is an accepted school prac­ 
tice in public school administra­ 
tion. The new salary schedule 
accounts for approximately $40,­ 
000 of this increase. 
Of this increase, the additional 
school buildings which include 
the high school gymnasium and 
swimming pool, cafeteria and li­ 
brary building, wood shop and 
m e t a l shop necessitates addi­ 
tional funds for maintenance 
and utilities. Similarly an in­ 
crease for these purposes to take 
care of the new North End school 
which was in operation for only 
one-half a year during 1948-1949 
school year. Five thousand dol­ 
lars was Included to operate the 
summer recreation programs and 
swimming pool for the last half 
of this summer and next sum­ 
mer.

Our State Legislature

There is an interesting legis. 
lative technique know n as the 
Joint Resolution, 
w hereby 
the 
State L egislature conveys its a t­ 
titu d e tow ard certain subjects to 
th e C o n g r e s s of the U nited 
States. Inasm uch as the m em ­ 
bers of Congress and the m em ­ 
bers of th e State L egislature are 
th e direct representatives of the 
people in respective fields, it 
w ould seem th a t the Joint Reso­ 
lution is som ew hat outside the 
ordinary scope of the functioning 
of the S tate L egislature. 
The notable 
situation, how ­ 
ever, w here a Joint Resolution is 
a necessary ad ju n ct to our Fed­ 
eral G overnm ent is, of course, 
under Article V of the C onsti­ 
tution of the U nited States. This 
article provides for the m ethod 
of proposing an d a d o p t i n g 
am endm ents to th e C onstitution 
of the U nited States. It provides, 
as one of th e m ethods, th a t the 
Congress sh all call a convention 
for proposing am endm ents “on 
the ap plication” of the L egisla­ 
tu res of tw o-thirds of th e sev­ 
eral states. The phrase, “on the 
application," h as been generally 
accepted to m ean the action of 


the s t a t e legislature, as em ­ 
bodied in a Joint Resolution. 
A joint resolution m ay origi­ 
nate in either house of the state 
legislature. Though a joint reso­ 
lution is processed by the legis­ 
lature w ith som ew hat less for­ 
m ality th an a regular bill, it is, 
nevertheless, referred to a com ­ 
m ittee for hearings and m ust 
pass both houses. U nder present 
procedure of th e legislature, a 
joint resolution is alm ost w ith ­ 
out exception 
referred 
to the 
com m ittee on rules of the house 
considering it. 
During th e past session a p ­ 
proxim ately forty jo in t resolu­ 
tions originated in each house 
of the legislature. A pproxim ately 
thirty of th e joint resolutions of 
each were finally passed by both 
houses. These joint resolutions 
alm ost in variably resolved th at 
congress, or som e departm ent of 
the federal governm ent, should 
take action along certain lines, 
and the California secretary of 
slate w as requested by each of 
the joint resolutions to transm it 
a copy of the resolution to the 
appropriate 
authorities in the 
f e d e r a l governm ent. This fre-

the U nited States in a world 
federal governm ent. This Joint 
resolution should be considered 
in connection w ith the second 
paragraph of this article, and 
w ill be discussed in some detail 
next week.

Summertime means beachtime to many m otor­ 
ists and Southern Californians are indeed for­ 
tunate in having numerous stretches of some 
of the world's finest bathing beaches at their 
disposal. This week’s tour along the South­ 
land's wcst-coast shoreline points out a varied 
assortment of popular seashore havens and al­ 
lows ample opportunity for a refreshing dip in 
the surf if one so desires. 


1. 
Approaching the beach area via Sunset Boule­ 
vard. the course passes by Will Rogers State Park, 
home of the late humorist, and the luxurious estate 
sections of Bet Air and Pacific Palisades.

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A Villager in Switzerland

Zermatt, Switzerland 
I 
Having read, in Palm Springs, 
a provocative travel article on 
Zermatt, extolling the beauties 
of the M atterhorn and enumer- 
J ating the wild flowers in the 
C meadows, 
our 
first 
objective 
a when we reached Switzerland 
i- was Zermatt. Driving our car 
C up a narrow winding mountain 
B road as far as St. Nickolaus, we 
0 left it there and boarded a little 
mountain train for the rest of 
v the journey. It was an hour's 
v ride winding around and up the 
7 mountains 
dotted 
with 
Swiss 
3 chalets and terraced with vine- 
4 yards, before we reached the iit- 
n tie village of Zermatt a t the foot 
a of the snowcapped Matterhorn, 
r 
What a beautiful, charming 
v little village with its narrow 
1 streets, no automobiles and ex- 
a tremely few bicycles. Transpor­ 
t tation to and from the station 
¿ is by carriage or by foot. Bag- 
r gage is hauled in sm all hand- 
v made wooden carts by the boys 
5 of the village. 
4 
Clusters of guides stand on 
the corners in the sun, apprais- 
v ing the new arrivals—are they 
c or aren’t they Alpine climbers? 
3 We saw the black m ark go down 
j for us, despite the fancy feather 
j in Frank’s new green Tyrolean 
r hat. (We are trying to talk him 
t into baggy tweed plus-fours and 
« heavy climbing boots—like the 
( guides wear. Then 
when the 
^ tramway is finished in Palm 
r Springs we could plant him at 
the station for atmosphere.) 


AFTER THREE DAYS here we 
are completely 
educated 
and 
prepared for the Palm Springs 
to San Jacinto tram w ay and all 
the snow sports. In fact, Earl 
Coffman will have to speed up 
production just so Deedee and 
I can wear our new ski pants 
that we are having tailored. Be­ 
cause you know how moths are. 
To be certain that our ski 
pants are correct and there will 
be no cause for chagrin amongst 
our know-how Village friends, 
we are having them made by 
the tailor who m akes all the 
outfits for the guides here. Al­ 
though I wanted grey trousers 
I had to take black because 
black is the more stylish and 
the more correct. Deedee wanted 
two pockets but she took one be­ 
cause one is correct. They are 
very firm about w hat is proper 
for a woman. In fact woman 
keeps her place here, and I find 
myself already w alking behind 
Frank w aiting until he orders in 
restaurants and even asking him 
w hat he would rather do. If we 
stay here much longer I’ll be 
casting my eyes down when he 
speaks to me. 
About our tailor, blue eyed, 
pink cheeked, blonde Rosa Tang- 
walder; 
she l i v e s with her 
husband 
and five 
beautifully 
healthy children in the chalet 
her father-in-law built in 1899. 
In the cozy, low-ceilinged blue 
room where we had our fittings, 
a large white beam across the 
ceiling declares (in Swiss) that, 
“This house was built by Peter 
Tangwalder and his wife Kath- 
arina and his children Appo- 
lonia, Rudolph, K atharina, Hein­ 
rich, Melanie. Theodor, Arnold, 
Franziskus, Ida, Peter, Martin, 
Adolph." Did you count twelve? 
So did I, and they all lived in 
one room. Perhaps th at is w hat 
makes the Swiss tolerant, kind, 
honest and j o v i a l and very 
clean. They have, perhaps, by 
living with twelve or thirteen 
others in one room, learned how 
to get along with each other 
and the world. 


THE SWISS are a model peo­ 
ple and a model nation. They 
are never unkind or critical or 
greedy. As individuals they have 
developed these qualities so of 
course, as a nation they prac­ 
tice them. There is no “govern­ 
m ent control.” . E a c h village 
elects its president, each village 
and canton owns its own lands, 
is responsible for its own prob­ 
lems, etc. It is not controlled 
by 
the 
national 
government. 
Quite a contrast to the policy of 
our United States government 
which, under "Democratic" lea­ 
dership, cuts deeper and deeper 
into our State’s rights, owning 
and controlling more and more 
property that should rightfully 
be kept in the hands of the 
states or individuals. Bureauc­ 
racy? Why, yes. 
Women here do not have the 
vote and they believe that is 
wrong but they tell me that they 
don't think it will ever change. 
Typical of the treatm ent tour­ 
ists may expect to receive is that 
afforded us by Monika Kronig 
who seems to feel responsible 
th at we have a happy visit in 
Switzerland. Her advice, even to 
the fit of our ski pants, has been 
invaluable and her patience and 
good humor unexcelled. Monika 
is Swiss and, like most of them, 
speaks four languages, and has 
a diploma in French and Ger­ 
man. She is also a bookkeeper 
and a storekeeper, can cook and 
keep house. And she has laugh­ 
ter and good health in her eyes 
and in her heart. 
I asked Monika and her sister 
why the Swiss people are so 
happy. They answered prom ptly 
th at it is because they a ll have 
to work hard. M ountain living 
is hard living. I believe another 
reason is because all their ef­ 
forts are bent towards m aking 
other people happy. They hon­ 
estly take us, the tourists, to 


their hearts and are eager that 
we enjoy their beautiful country 
as much as they do. 
But to get back to the ski 
pants that Rosa Tangwalder has 
made me . . . they are so tight 
that I can’t sit down in them, 
but she and Monika assure me 
that I’m not supposed to sit. 
However, I know from experience 
that I can't stand for very long, 
anyway, on a pair of skis, so 
it looks as if I may present a 
new problem to the engineering 
departm ent of the Tramway Au­ 
thority. 


(One Week Later) 


Zurich, Switzerland 
Well, today is the N ational 
Holiday. On August 1st, 1291 the 
Swiss signed the perpetual pact 
for their Confederacy, and today 
all the flags are waving, the 
women have their costumes out 
of moth balls, the bands are 
playing Swiss tunes, and all the 
banks and stores are closed, and 
because we didn’t know about 
this holiday and had planned to 
cash a check we are out of luck 
and can't eat. Counting up our 
centimes doesn't make a franc 
. . . it takes a hundred. American 
dollars might be counterfeit for 
all the interest we can arouse 
in them. 
We certainly have been lucky 
in hitting the big national holi­ 
days. In London we made it for 
the King’s official birthday, and 
in France we were on the Rivi­ 
era for their Bastille Day, July 
14th. At home we always hide 
in the closet on the 4th of July, 
but here we stay on the streets 
just to be sure they don’t know 
more about celebrating a holi­ 
day than we do at home. 


THE DAY BEFORE we left In ­ 
terlaken to move over here to 
Zurlich we got up at six in the 
morning, took a train at the foot 
of the Jungfrau, changed 
to 
three other trains, and finally 
m ade it right up there to the 
top. It was sure covered with 
snow, w hat I could see of it 
through my blindness from the 
glare of the sun on it. It had 
taken four hours to reach the 
top and yet we could look right 
down the valley to Interlaken, 
only a sm all spit. With the rest 
of the hundreds of tourists, we 
had dug our heels into the snow 
and climbed as high as we could 
climb without a rope, a guide, a 
St. Bernard dog and a flask of 
brandy. 
You can see that we are look­ 
ing over everything Switzerland 
offers in the way of Jungfraus 
and M atterhorns, so th at no 
tourist visiting Palm Springs will 
be able to say of our own tram ­ 
way, “I've seen better.” We can 
answer right back, “R e a l l y , 
where?” Then we'li fight it out 
on the basis of a m atter of 
opinion. And, our opinion can be 
very positive. That is why we 
have decided to go on and see 
the Tirolean Alps . . . we m ight 
have missed a fenicular or a 
taller Alp. 
I don't like to make Francis 
Crocker and Earl Coffman u n ­ 
duly anxious, but I do think it 
best that they know the worst. 
. . . Frank and D e e d e e have 
bought accordions and are ta k ­ 
ing lessons! They are very sec­ 
retive about their motives but 
it wouldn’t surprise me but w hat 
they are planning to ask for the 
entertainm ent concession on the 
t r a m w a y run to San Jacinto. 
They suddenly seem far more 
excited over snow, glaciers, and 
feniculars than they ever were 
over sun and sand and horses. 
It certainly signifies som ething 
psychological, don't you think? 
When he practices, Frank puts 
on his Tyrolean hat w ith the 
feather in it, as if th at would 
make it sound any better. 


IT WAS WORTH our life, on 
the train up to the Jungfrau, to 
see out of the windows because 
there were from one to three 
Swiss standing hanging out of 
every w i n d o w . They alw ays 
stand up in trains, though there 
are plenty of seats, and if the 
view on one side seems better 
than the other, they all lean 
out that side. And if there isn’t 
a view they just stand sort of 
waiting for one to come along. 
They just don't like to sit, I 
guess, being accustomed to it 


and liking exercise the way they 
all do. I’m sure they w o u l d 
rather ride up a m outnain on a 
bicycle than be taken up on a 
train. They like everything the 
hard way, even to farm ing on 
the sides of mountains instead of 
on the level. And the women are 
as sturdy and exercise and work 
as vigorously as the men do. 
I have yet to see a Swiss 
woman with any m ake-up on, 
or nail polish. A complete con­ 
trast, certainly, to the Parisiens 
and Rivierians with their heavy 
eyeshadow, 
mascara, 
lipstick 
and rouge. Nor do the Swiss 
women have any style . . . the 
shops show no dainty lingerie, 
no s m a r t dresses, no pretty 
shoes . . . all their clothes look 
like basement bargains in sleepy 
rayon. But despite this lack of 
artificial help, the Swiss women 
are 
beautiful. 
Although 
they 
drink a little wine or beer, they 
never smoke cigarettes. 


IT SEEMS to be a much sim p­ 
ler process for an American to 
become adjusted to the Swiss 
way of living than to the French 
because whereas the French are 
completely and consistently dis­ 
organized, the Swiss have a keen 
sense of organization, akin to 
the Americans’. They are won­ 


derfully mechanical and It Is a 
mystery to me why they don’t 
make automobiles. I’ll bet it 
would be the finest, most precise 
on the market. Maybe they are 
w aiting until they can perfect 
an electric one, because every­ 
thing here is operated by elec­ 
tricity. That is one reason why 
their cities are so deliciously 
quiet and clean. Besides which 
there is little or no bell ringing 
or horn blowing, being definitely 
"verboten” at night. 
Of course cities don’t even look 
like cities here, being practically 
smothered with red geraniums. 
And every city has its own pri­ 
vate lake equipped with beauti­ 
ful white swans and gay, busy 
white steamers . . . Geneva, In­ 
terlaken, Luzern, Zurich. And of 
course there are always the Alps 
as backdrop to the lakes. The 
Swiss are constantly asking us, 
"Is it as pretty in California?” 
We hedge and answer, “Weill, 
we have a different kind of 
beauty.” How could even Cali­ 
fornia have anything as sweet 
as the chalets, the homespun 
costumes, the dear old songs 
from the accordions, the gen­ 
tleness and generousness of the 
people? Maybe it will come with 
age? We are young yet.

tain in g all the instructions nec­ 
essary to get the dividend and 
j then fill it out and m ail it to 
the VA.

Migrant Workers 
Are Given Advice 
To Stay On Job 


Edw ard F. Hayes, officer of 
placem ent for the State D epart­ 
m ent of Em ploym ent, today a d ­ 
vised m ig ran t farm w orkers in 
Riverside county to stay on the 
job as long as they have one be­ 
fore m oving on. "There is a su r­ 
plus of m igrant labor in the 
state," H ayes said, "and m any 
workers are being disappointed 
w hen m oving to a new crop area 
to find no jobs and no living fa ­ 
cilities available." 
Hayes also advised w orkers to 
travel as little as possible. "Be­ 


fore leaving an area at the end 
of a harvest, w orkers should call 
at the local departm ent of e m ­ 
ploym ent office to see if other 
w ork is available or soon to start 
ip. the sam e area. The office also 
h as inform ation about c r o p s , 
harvest dates, and labor needs 
in other areas. By using this 
farm labor inform ation service, 
w o r k e r s can save them selves 
useless and expensive travel and 
disappointm ent.” 
Hayes’ final word of advice to 
th e worker is th at one can fre­ 
quently earn more m oney during 
a season by stay in g longer on a 
job though the w age m ay seem 
low. than by shifting about in 
search of higher wages, but in ­ 
volving lost tim e at work, costly 
travel, and uncertainty in fin d ­ 
ing jobs and living facilities.

T he old-tim e fake shooters used 
to am aze audiences by breaking tiny 
targ ets w ith blanks, or w ith real 
bullets 
even 
though

m issed th e targets. T his sounds In­ 
credible an d It Is because th e stu n ts 
were done by trickery, according to 
E rnie L ind who has explained how 
some of th ese seem ingly Impossible 
tricks w ere perform ed. 
The balloon stunt Is typical. 
Shooting from the rear of a 
vaudeville 
theater, 
the 
trlfk 
shooter aimed his rifle at a pok­ 
er chip, squeezed off his shot 
and the chip disappeared. The 
trick was performed by pasting 
the poker rhlp on a balloon IS 
inches in diameter, and letting 
the chip peep out behind a hole 
tn the curtain. H itting the 18- 
Ineh balloon ‘'disappeared" the 
rhlp. 
T h e m oth ball stu n t was even more 
Ingenious. In this one, th e audience 
saw a tin y m o th ball peeking ou t of 
w h at appeared to be a black cloth on 
th e stage. T h e trick shooter raised 
h is rifle, plink, an d th e m oth ball 
disappeared In a puff of powder. 
People in th e front rows could even 
sm ell the pow dered m oth ball. 
How It Was Done. 
Here’s how It was done: A big rat 


Ernie and Dot U n d , famous W estcn -W inchester exhibition shobd 
expose how old-tim e phony shooters pretended to shoot a moth ball, but 
hit a big metal plate attached to a rat trap Instead. Jarring the plate, 
which was rigged In such a way that it released the trigger of the trap, 
caused the trap to spring and shatter the moth ball. Of course, all the 
audience saw was a tiny moth ball peeking out of what appeared to be a 
biaek cloth on the stage. 


tra p was nailed to a heavy board 
T he trigger of th e tra p was fastened 
to a steel plate ab o u t 10 Inches 
across. H itting th is big 10-lnch plate 
released the spring of th e ra t trap. 
T h e m oth ball was placed w here this 
spring would bang dow n upon It. 
T hus, the trickster sh o t a t th e steel 
p late 
w hich 
released 
th e 
spring 
w hich broke the m o th ball. 
Splitting bullets with a knife 
can be done by good shooters, 
bat the old phony shooters didn’t 
take a chance. They mounted a 
sm all fragile targrt on either sidr 
of a knife blade which faced 
them and pretended that their 
bullet would be rut In two by the 
knife blade. Both targets broke 
at the sound of the sh o t but the 
secret of this one Is that there 
was always a steel plate behind 


the knife. Lead bullets splatter 
on steel and' will break fragile 
targets even though they may 
miss them by as mneh as five 
inches. 
T h e cig arette trick, E m le L ind 
points out, w as the safest stu n t th e 
trickster tried . An assistant held a 
lighted cig arette betw een his lips, 
w hile th e trick shooter pretended t o 
shoot off th e ashes. This was th e- V 
stu n t perform ed w ith a blank. W hen 
^ 
th e blank w as fired, th e assistan t 
m erely blew through a tube In his 
specially-constructed cigarette a n d 
off flew th e ashes. 
These p h cn y stu n ts are no longer 
perform ed. T hey were entertaining, 
b u t m odem genuine m arksm en can 
perform Just as entertainingly using 
real skill a n d real am m unition. Lind:
